Surfaces of outdoor housing facilities that cannot be readily cleaned an sanitized must 
be replaced when worn or soiled. 

3.6(a)(2)(i) Primary Enclosures... repeated failure to construct and maintain primary 
enclosures so that they have no sharp points or edges that could injure the animals. 

3.11(a) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, Pest Control... repeated failure to remove 
excreta from primary enclosures daily, and from under primary enclosures as often as 
necessary to prevent an excessive accumulation.
